This rate will produce total 
revenue from property tax of $2,- 
750,158. Estimated expenditure 
for the year is $4,561,625, which 
will be balanced by budgeted rev- 
enue. 

City commissioners said this was 


the lowest tax levy in money since, 


1927, when the levy was $2,692,808 
and in that time the city population 
has increased approximately 23,000, 
although the assessment has been 


reduced. A drop of $95,577 from the 
1938 levy of $2,845,735 is effected. 


FINDS NO SUPPORT 

Ald, Blair Paterson urged that the 
mill rate be struck at 51 mills, feel- 
ing that the city had over-budgeted 
in 1938, but his motion found no 
support from any other member of 
council. All except Ald, Paterson 
voted for the 52-mill rate. 

Due dates for quarterly payments 
of taxes were set by council as 
May 15, July 15, September 15 and | 
November 15 and tax notices will | 
be sent out immediately. Should | 
the due date fall on a Saturday, | 
Sunday or holiday, discoun’ bene- | 
fits will be extended to ihe tirst | 
working-day following. 

Commissioner John Hodgson told 
council that last year was the most 
successful in the city’s history, the 
bank overdraft being cut down 
$800,000 in the past two years and 
considerable public works being 
done out of current revenue. This 
year it was anticipated that some 
$90,000 would be saved in direct 
relief costs as the province and 
Dominion were expected to increase 
their share of material aid costs to

Debt Assistance 
Made At Session 


By JOHN 


In line with the policy of the present government to re- 
vise and reconstruct the economic system, and as part of 
such policy to pursue the line of debt easement and interest 
reduction, legislation enacted at the eighth session of the 
eighth legislature, which prorogued on Monday night, will 
go a long way toward attaining this goal. 


To already existing meee * 
—passed in previous years—fur- | 


ther measures were passed in the 
light of experience, all tending 
to make the debt situation easier 
for the debtor and at the same 
time giving a fair “break” to the 
creditor. 

The present government, in its | 
treatment of the debt situation, has 
fallen in line with the general trend 
of lower interest rates. 

In this connection, it is recalled 
that by a decision of Mr. Justice C. 
R, Mitchell of the Alberta Supreme 
Court and chairman of the Board 
of Review functioning under the 
Farmers Creditors’ Arrangement 
Act, interest on affairs handled by 
the Board is limited to a maximum 
of five per cent per annum 

The trend of the times on all 
sides is toward lower interest rates. 

The Alberta government, on 
school lands debts, has reduced in- 
terest to four per cent. Payments 
on Ontario farm debts have been 
reduced to four per cent and Pre- 
mier T. D. Pattullo of British Col- 
umbia has reduced to four and one- 
half per cent, debts owing his gov- 
ernment. 


INTEREST TREND LOWER 

In view of this general trend of 
lower interest rates, there has been 
general agreement that the five per 
cent maximum established by Mr 
Justice Mitchell has functioned 
smoothly and beneficially

The Bishop of London, Rt. Rev. 
Arthur Winnington-Ingram, who is 
Dean of the Chapels Royal, handed 
purses to the recipients—44 men 
and 44 women, corresponding to the 
sovereign's years. 

The court at present is at Windsor 
and the King did not attend the 
ceremony. The Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, who ordinarily distributes 
the “dole”, is absent from England 
for a health cruise on the Mediter- 
ranean. 

The Duke and Duchess of Glou- 
cester and Princesses Marie Louise 
and Helena Victoria watched the 
ceremony. 

The men received 95 shillings— 
including 45 for clothing, 30 for 
Provisions, and fi “redemption 
money.” The women received 85 
shillings, including 35 for clothing. 

Each recipient got 44 pennies 
worth of the Maundy pieces. The 
money, handed out in red and white 

leather purses, was both in current 
coins and the specially minted 
Maundy pieces.

CHEESE MAKERS 
WILL BE 


OTTAWA, April 7—Provisions for 
assistance to Canadian cheese mak- 
ers, including a bonus of two cents 
& pound on top grades and assist- 
ance to factories desiring to amal- 
gamate, were outlined in legisla- 
tion given first reading in the house 
of commons Thursday on motion of 
Hon. J. G. Gardiner, minister of 
agriculture. 

To encourage the makers to im- 
prove the standard, the government 
proposed to pay two cents a pound 
bonus on all highest grade cheese 
produced, to contribute on a 50-50 
basis when two or more factories 
desire to amalgamate into one unit, 
and to pay half the cost of chang- 
ing molds in order to put cheese 
for export in a form desired by 
consumers in the United Kingdom 

Mr. Gardiner said there had been 
complaints from Great Britain of 
the form of Canadian cheese, but 
not of the standard. Cost of chang- 
ing the molds would be about $30,- 
000, it was estimated, 

If two or more factories desire to 
amalgamate for the purpose of low- 
ering producticn cost and increas- 
ing efficiency the government will 
make a grant in aid to meet half 
the cost of buildings and equipment 
This aid would apply only to am- 
algamations of factories now in op- 
eration.

REGINA, April 7.—Approval of 
the farm aid plens of Hon, J. G. 
Gardiner, federal minister of agri- 
culture, was expressed by Hon. J.

A United Nation 


As always when a military state 
threatens to take the world under its op- 
pressive rule, England has called a truce 
to political quarrels and presented a 
| united front against aggression. Eden, 
| Churchill, Lloyd George, Sir Archibald 
| Sinclair, Attlee—all former stern critics 
| of Chamberlain's foreign policy—Monday 
| supported his new program of building 
| new diplomatic fences in eastern Europe 
| to restrain the irruptive forces of Nazi 
expansion. The old rancourous abuse of 
the premier is a closed chapter. The ap- 
peasement policy is buried, the premier 
| has publicly confessed its failure, and 
asked the united support of the nation in 
a new effort to save the peace of Europe. 
That his request has been accorded so 
1 gracious a reception is not only proof of 
| the urgency of the crisis facing Britain, 
but of the inflexible resolve of the nation 
that the program he has sketched receive 
early fulfillment. 
A few dolorous voices are still being 
raised in a lament at Chamberlain. If 
their counsel had been followed, the House 
of Commons, and public opinion in gen- 
eral, would have continued to be divided 
by a fierce political agitation as vain as 
disruptive. It should be recalled that the 
demand put forth by Eden for an all- 
party government to replace the Cham- 
berlain administration was openly backed 
by no more than some thirty odd mem- 
bers; the House would have turned down 
the motion with almost stunning force. 
And not even the Labor party can dream 
of coming to power by any process less 
arduous than the difficult one of a gen- 
eral election, whose end is of course un- 
predictable and whose date is still many 
months away. 
So that, for all practical purposes, the 
immediate choice before parliament was 
not that of deciding that Chamberlain 
| must go, because that lay beyond the 
realm of possibility, but that Chamber- 
lain must go on with the strength of a 
united England behind him. Once again

Here's Something 


Science has been speaking for some time, 
but with the announcement that a new process 
has been developed to make tough beefsteak 
tender, it shouts. This is one time that science 
has said a mouthful. This process consiets of 
hanging the meat in temperatures higher than 
are usually used, and killing off the resulting 
bacteria with ultra-violet radiations. Every 
grade of beef, it is believed, can be raised ap- 
proximately one full grade in palatability. 

A good many of the developments of science, 
while they benefit the average man indirectly, 
are too remote for him to see just where they 
come in. But this one, getting right down to the 
evening dinner table, will cause a swelling 
chorus from 40,000,000 dinner tables: “Good old 
science!” 

Three years of research by the Mellon In- 
stitute in the United States went into this dis- 
covery —Regina Leader-Post. 


Strength in Freedom 


In the course of Mr. King’s speech last Thurs- 
day he affirmed his belief in the ultimate strength 
of free institutions and government in terms 
which deserve the highest praise. - His subject 
was foreign policy, but his statement rs 
as it was meant to apply—to the whol of 
democratic government. These were his words: 

Often times criticism may seem too free, too 
reckless, too malicious, but I believe democracies 
survive too free criticism much more effectvely 
than dictatorships will survive the lack of 
criticism. 

This is a remark pregnant with the faith of 
a true democrat, ringing true to the principles 
of government as Canadians know them. The 
Prime Minister, when he uttered that sentence, 
spoke from his heart and to the hearts of his 
Supporters all across this country who have 
sometimes feared lest this cardinal principle of 
freedom was in danger of being forgotten — 
Winnipeg Free Press. 


Canada Gains Growing Share of 
British Trade 


This country’s share of the British import 
market has increased from 3.80 per cent in 1929 
to 8.53 per cent last year, placing her in the posi- 
tion of second most important supplier of mer- 
chandise to the United Kingdom and leading all 
other Empire countries. The United States held 
first posiiton. In British export trade, Canada 
moved up from fifth place in 1937 among pur- 
chasers of Britain's products to fourth place last 
year with 478 per cent. 

It has been estimated that each person in 
Canada purchased United Kingdom products to 
the value of £2 0s 6d in 1938. In per capita pur- 
chases, we are exceeded, however, by New Zea- 
land, Eire, Australia, Denmark, South Africa, 
British West Indies and Norway, according to 
figures supplied the Dominion Department of 
Trade and Commerce by Frederic Hudd, chief 
Canadian trade commissioner in the United 
Kingdom. 

The proportion of Britain's imports consigned 
from British countries, which has shown a con- 
tinuous increase since 1932, is reported to have 
risen last year to 4039 per cent, the highest 
figure yet recorded. The expansion in the share 
of domestic exports absorbed by British coun- 
tries, which received a setback in 1937, was re- 
sumed again last year when the figure rose to 
49.97 per cent, also the highest on record.— 
Quebec Chronicle-Telegraph. 


The Real Solution 


Sensible westerners—and they are still in 
the majority—don't want a 60-cent guaranteed 
Price for wheat. They don’t want an 80-cent 
price. They don't want a dollar. They don't 
want 2 guaranteed price at all. They want in- 
stead, first and foremost on the list, a free trad- 
ing world, and a Canada in which equal oppor- 
tunities are given to all to produce and sell 
what they can produce best. What they hate 
most of all is the continuance of privilege in any 
of its forms. So long as privilege continues they 
recognize that they may have to have a 60-cent 
guarantee, or an 80-cent guarantee, or some other 
form of help. 

But Canada as a whole should recognize, as 
Parliament begins its discussion of the 1939 
wheat legislation, that the Prairies’ chief need is 
unaltered. What we want most of all is to see 
the tariff come down and the burdens that attach 
to the tariff disappear. If agricultural Canada 
and industria] Canada were thus put on an even 
footing, there would be little ground left for any 
special pleas for help. 

This is the historic case of the western farmer 
against federal fiscal policy. He has maintained 
it times without number. He has rarely made 
any headway with it. He has now and again got 
just enough encouragement to keep up the fight. 
It remains the first plank in any western plat- 
form. Because it has now been overlaid by the 
stubborn refusal of successive governments to 
perform the drastic operation needed on the 
tariff, it does not follow that that plank no longer 
holds good. It does. If the West saw that oper- 
ation performed there would be no agitation for 
countervailing subsidies to offset the tariff. They 
would not be needed. 

From a fiscal point of view, the present 
situation is a joke. Industrie] Canada refuses 
to pert with its protection. Vested interests all 
over the country howl their complaints when a 
hand is laid on the secred cow of protection. But, 
quite unable to meet the logic of the western 
farmer, Parliament reluctantly aceedes to west- 
ern needs, and prepares to subsidize them. Thus 
Parliament subsidizes industry by protecting it; 
and forces the taxpayer to subsidize the farmer 
so that the latter can pay the tariff costs. Could 
anything be more fundementally absurd? 

The sad feature of the thing is of course that 
it is not a matter of tax and counter-tax. The 
tariff, in its protective features, puts no money 
in the federal treasury. It just raises the prices 
of all goods. The*consumers get soaked. But 
the taxpayer is keenly conscious of the drain out 
of the treasury to pay the subsidy to the wheat- 
growers. Thus, one subsidy is paid uncon- 
sciously, the other consciously. It is the latter 
process that causes the dismay and unrest. 

But if the whest grower just got an even 
break, he would ask for nothing at all. He 
would want nothing at all. He would be getting 
his goods as cheaply as could be. He would then 
be prepared to take his chance with industria)

The defence of Canada against

The famer who depends entirely 
on horses for power, said the min- 
ister, has a much larger investment 
to protect.

Friday, 
he passed through Edmonton with 
seven families on their way to

With Mr. Prins, when he came to 
Canada 12 years ago, was his bro- 
ther-in-law, Mr. Groot, and ‘his 
family of eight children.

Possibility of a school strike in 
the Wimbledon district, 18 mites 


southeast of Edmonton, in protest 
against the present delapidated 
condition of the school building, 
was hinted in the city Friday by a 
resident of the district. 


A meeting of Wimbledon rate- 
Payers has been called to consider 
what action will be taken to obtain 
adequate school facilities. 


POOR CONDITION 


“The condition of the school js 
deplorable,” said the spokesman. | 
“The building was erected over 45) 
years ago. It is in such poor con.| 
dition that one day last spring 
when the wind was stronger than 
usual the teacher took the 26 chil. 
dren out of the school because it| 
looked as though it would collapse 
on them.” 

“The building was condemned as 
*too dangerous’ by the school in- 
spector in 1935,” he continued, “and 
at that time the provincial govern. 
ment threatened to withdraw the 
school grant unless a new building 
were erected. In 1937 the school 
istrict, operating under the single 
Unit system, started paying 10-mill 
taxes instead of the former rate of 
seven mills, and the extra three 
mills were put aside in a fund to 
provide a new school large enough 
for 40 pupils in 1939, the new build. 
ing to cost about $2,000, 

“When about $800 had been sav- 
ed in the fund, however, the school | 
was taken under the larger unit! 
consisting of 75 schools, and the | 
cash in the fund was taken also. | 
The mill rate stayed at 10 mills and 
there has been enough money paid 
into the larger unit by the Wimble-
